You will enter a fascinating field of one of our chief means of com- 
munication, if you choose a profession in the graphic arts. Although 
much of the work is done by men, women find many opportunities as 
stenographers, secretaries, bookkeepers, artists, writers, editors, proof+ 
readers, monotype operators, computer typists, bindery workers, and 
numerous other positions in many areas of the industry. 

Qualifications vary greatly, depending on the area in which you 
choose to work. In general, however, you should be interested in the 
printed word, have good eyesight, be mentally alert, and able to work 
well with others. An artistic sense is essential in some positions, while 
manual dexterity is very necessary in others. 

A high school education is required for over-all general duties in the 
graphic arts industry, and business training is-needed for the general 
and Specialized office worker. Other positions, such as typesetting and 
proofreading, require specific training, and a college degree is neces- 
sary for the créative artist or writer. a 

Semi-skilled women perform many duties in the industry, with good 
pay, and highly skilled women command top wages and benefits.

As a PRINTING CRAFTSMAN 


You will enter a leading industry, which is a time-honored art, as well, 
- if you choose the world of printing. The allied crafts, known as graphic 
arts, offer an almost endless variety of occupations. 

In general, you would specialize in copy preparation, art preparation, 
type. composition, photography, platemaking, press work, or binding. 
However, there are numerous occupations in each of these categories, 
all requiring specific training. 

To become a printing craftsman, you must usually serve an appren- 
ticeship, which lasts from four to six years, The training covers all 
‘phases of the particular trade and related subjects. 

To be selected for apprenticeship, you must have a high school edu- 
cation, with a basic knowledge of grammar-and mathemathics, in most 
fields. Knowledge of chemistry, electronics, and physics is becoming 

“increasingly important, as more. electronic processes are used. 

Craftsmen and semi-skilled. workers in the printing industry are 

among -the highest paid. workers in manufacturing, with many major 
» fringe benefits, and with few seasonal lay-offs, and the printing crafts- 
man.finds a constant demand for his talents the world over.
